PALMER HURLS 
DEFT AT LAWYERS 


Debs Will Not Get Out of 
Prison Under Present 
System, Borah Is Told 
by Attorney General.

Washington, January 19.—Attor- 
ney General Palmer, after submit- 
ting to cross-examination by the 
senate judiciary committee Wednes- 
day, asked that body to make an 
investigation of charges lodgeo 
against him hv a committee of * 
vers. “ These lawyers assérted Pal- 
mer was guilty of “illegal practices, 
cruelty and presecutions” in con- 
nection with raids made against 
those aceused-oef radicalism. 

Palmer said the charges against 
him were false, and that the men 
who made them were attorneys for 
the communigt party, and for In- 
dividual communists and anarchists 
who had suffered through law en 
forcément by the department of jus- 
tice. 

The attorney deneral told of the 
arrests and prosecutions made un- 
der war-time laws. He advocated 
repeal of the espionage act, but 
stated that he did not favor a gen- 
eral amnesty for political prison- 
ers’ cases of these are being re- 
viewed, he said. 

A total of 17,903 prosecutions 
have been started under war-time 
laws, Palmer said, of which 6,720 
resulted in convictions, 2,924 were 
disposed of otherwise than by con- 
victions, and 9,259 remain still 
pending. This information was 
furnished in response to a request 
for detailed facts about what had 
been done, 

Number Convictions, 
Espionage law convictions, ac- 
cording to Palmer, numbered 581, 
while 736 weer otherwise disposed of, 
and 315 are pending under the espio- 
nage law, there were 237 peni- 
tentiary cases, of which 104 were 
released. President Wilson issued 
pardons or commuted the sentences 
of 199, it was stated, while 130 ap- 
plications are on file.

Palmer said no formal apetien: 
tion for pardon is required for those 
committed under the espionage act. 

“We consider the cases of all 
those in prison under the espionage 
act as being up for consideration 
for pardon or commutation,” said 
the attorney general “For instance, 
we have had every ten-year sen- 
tence under the espionage act re- 
duced. The attitude of President 
Wilson and of the department has 
been much more lenient than thai 
of the district judges and mists 
who tried the cases.’ 

Questioned about general amnes- 
ty Yor all prisoners, Palmer had 
this to say: 

“The cases are receiving exactly 
the same treatment it would be 
necessary to give 
were a proclamation for general 
amnesty. We would have to ex- 
amine each case to see if it came 
under the terms of the proclama- 
tion.”

Miss Anderson also called attention 
to the fact that work days here are 
generally too long, and that the 
state of Georgia has no laws gov- 
erning the length of time in a day 
a woman may be required or per- 
mitted. to work. 

The address of Miss Anderson 
dealt with knowledge gleaned from 
the close study of 16/factories, 7 
stores and 4 laundries. The meet- 
ing which Miss Anderson addressed 
was the first of the forum luncheuns 
to be held since the holidays, and

companies, which will eharge that 
in the pas. year these companies 
have been defrauded out of more 
than 00,000 through false claims 
attested to by Atlanta physicians. 
Indictments will be asked against 


while preparations have already 
b-en made to institute proceedings 
before the state medical board to 
have their licenseS as practicing 
physicians canceled. 

This action was decided on at a 
conference held Wednesday after- 
noon, which was attended by rep- 
resentatives of the companies in- 
volved, Att rney Shropshire end 
E. A. Stephens, assistant solicitor 
general. Following the conference, 
it was announced that sufficient 
evidence is already in hand to war- 
rant indictments and this evidence 
will be immediately presented to 
the grand jury. 

Companies Involved. 

The companies involved are the 
Tennessee National Life Insurance 
company, Carolina Lifé Insurance 
company, Bankers‘ Health and Life 
Insurance company, Industrial Life 
Insurance company, Life and Health 
Insurance company, Pilgrims’ ‘Life 
and Health Insurance company, At- 
lanta Mutual Insurance company.

nesday. “During the year of 1920, 
we paid out more than $1,000,000 
in sick benefits in Atlanta alone. 
Of this amount, we have written 
and oral proof that fully 60 per 
cent was fraudulent. 

Of Sweeping Nature. 

“The sweeping nature of these 
frauds has been largely due to in- 
dustrial conditions. Laborers, rec 
ognizing the uncertain tenure of 
their work have taken out policies 
in a number of these companies. 
When they were laid off, or when 
they were simply lazy, they simply 
went to bed, called up one of these 
crooked dotors, had their certifi- 


tidy weekly stipend. 

“Several weeks of ‘illness’ of this 
nature would enable them to live in 
ease and comfort for several weeks 
until it was time for them to take 
to bed again. We have evidence in 
a number of cases where the claim- 
ant did not even go through the 
formality of going to bed. He 
gimply called on the doctor to call 
around and sign a certificate. 

“One particular case in which we 
have absolute proof was of a ne- 
gro man who had lost his leg in a 
railroad accident twenty years ago. 
He was insured in seve compa- 
nies, had a certificate signed that 
he had lost a leg in a railroad ac- 
cident subsequent to the issuance 
of kis policies and actually egl- 
lected. 

Became Suspicious. 

“We first became suspicious when 
we saw the remarkable growth of 
the claims during the ‘year, and 
suspicion was made sure when we 
discovered that the claims were be- 
jng paid to the same persons over 
and over again. 


“In getting proof against these 
doctors, we noticed that in some in- 


stances the game doctor was cer- 
tifying to fifteen or twenty cases 
each day. We called on the ethical 
physicians of Atlanta to aid us and 
we received invaluable help from 
both white and negro doctors in 
running these people down. 

“We discovered that several of 
these doctors made a regular round 
each day, asking known poliey- 
holders it they needed any Giaims 
signed that day.

House Votes to Maintain 
Membership at Present 
Level, After Stormy Ses- 
sion—South Attacked.

Washington, January 19.—The de- 
feat today of the Siege) bill reap- 
portioning the house on a basis of 
483 members, thereby giving to 
Georgia thirteen members, does not 
mean that Georgia's congressional 
districts will not have to be re- 
arranged. On the contrary, with 
the membership remaining at 435, 
as at present, the new unit, on a 
basis of the 1920 census, will be ap- 
proximately 240,000 population to a 
district, which will necessitate the 
strengthening of the districts that 
are deficient from those that show 
an overplus. 

Georgia does not lose a seat, as do 
some of the southern states—Louisl- 
ana, for instance, retaining her 
present membership of twelve—but 
in the rearrangement of the dis- 
tricts, Fulton county, or Fulton and 
DeKalb counties, will .be mad@ into 
one district. and the other counties 
in the Fifth given to minus dis- 
tricts that are egntiguous, — and 80 
on through the state. This re-dis- 
tricting is to be by the state legis- 
latures.

voted, 198 to 77, to keep the present 
maximum, It was after long par- 
liamentary wrangling that the bill 
was brought before the house itself 
for a final showdown. The 435 
amendment finally was agreed to by 
a vote of 287 to 76, and the measure 
made ready for senate concurrence, 
“Right at the start the effort was 
made literally to knock the bill in 
the head by striking out the enact-_ 
ing clause. It started a veritable 
row, during which the house got its 
feet tangled in parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, for which it was lifted 
back into an orderly run with dif- 
ficulty. 
Barbeour’s Proposal. 

After declining to go ahead with 
the measure, Representative. Bar- 
bour, republican, California, mem- 
ber of the census committee, which 
reported it, managed to make him- 
self heard above the din by pro- 
posing the 435 maximum amendment 
around which the battle was waged. 
Other amendments were offered, 
one to cut the membership to 307, 
and another to raise it to 460. Both 
were voted down in a roar of noes. 

After the real fight had been 
settled, Representative Tinkham, 
republican, Massachusetts, came up 
with a proposal to reduce hause 
seats in states where negroes are 
denied the right of franchise, and 
the battle started afresh. Repre- 
sentative Longworth, republican, 
Ohio, raised a point of order against 
the Tinkham amendment, and after 
nearly two hours of debate the 
point was sustained. 

‘Sustained in Point, 

Representative Longworth was 
sustained in his point of order 
against the Tinkham amendment by 
Representatives Mondell, Wyoming, 
republican leader, and Towner, re- 
publican, Iowa, and Garrett, demo- 
crat, Tensfessee, Representatives 
Mann, Mason and Madden, all repub- 
licans, of Illinois, argued against 
the point of order and for the Tink- 


ham amendment. 

Representative Garrett sald the 
Tinkham amendment would render 
“chaotic” the provisions it proposed 
to amend, and if adopted would 
throw the entire act into “confu- 
sion and chaos.” 

With the exception of Representa- 
tive Garrett, democrats took no part 
in the discussion, which was con- 
fined to the repuBlican side, and 
which was brought to an end by 
Representative mpbeH, republi- 
can, of Kansas, who was in the

defense. 

The dramatic story of the widow; 
which brought tears to the eyes of 
many of those crowded into the 
little home, where the inquest was 
held, in Which she charged that her 
husband had abused and cruelly 
treated her for years, and that he 
had made threats to kill her and 
other members of her family, was 
largely responsible for the verdict 
reached. 

The crowd which packed in the 
home from early morning awaiting 
the arrival of Coroner Paul Done- 
hoo and th. prisoner, was so dense 
that the supports of the house 
broke and for a time it was feared 
that many would be hurt by the col« 
lapse. When the floor sagged Cor- 
oner Donehoo ordered every one not 
directly interested in the case to get 
outside. 


Brother en Stand. 


Clifford Wallace was the first 
witness called. Threats made by 
Barton against his wife, and which, 
he said, had caused her brothers to 
interfere many times during the 
years of their married life, leading 
up to the time on Monday morning 
when his father carried a revolver 
belonging to the witness to Mrs, 
Barton for her to use in case of 
need, were charged by the younger 
brother of the dead man’s widows |

Washington, January 19.—Provi- 
sions of the Calder bill for federal 
regulation of the coal industry were 
denounced as “revolutionary in their 
application to existing relations of 
American government and indus- 
try.“ by J. P. A. Morrow, vice presi- 
dent of thé National Coal associa- 
tic 1, today before the senate manu- 
factures committee. Anpther wit- 
ness, Huston Thompson, chairman of 
the federal trade commission, ap- 
pearing late in the day, however, 
began an indorsement of the meas- 
ure, which was cut short by ad- 
journment until tomorrow, when he 
will resume. 7 

Mr. Morrow’s* stand was far from 
being unchallenged by the commit- 
tee. When he remarked that the 
committee “between three days” 
Was passing upon a proposal for 
price-fixing and a measure that was 
“barely short of nationalization of 
coal mines,’ Senator Jones, demo- 
erat, New Mexico, retorted that 


members of the committee had 
“spent months and years in study of 
the situation.” 

Chairman La Follette brought the 
ex ination to bear upon the asso- 
ciation itself, and Mr. Morrow cited 
it. annual expenses as about $300,- 
000, covering some activities which 
he said in recent years were “ab- 
normal,” and his own salary at $13,- 
000 per annum. All this, Senator 
La Follette observed, “had to come 
out of coal production costs,” and 
Senator Reed promptly pointed’ to 
officers of the Mine Workers’ union 
attending the hearing and suggested 
the miners had “some organization 
costs to come out of coal, too.“ Mr. 
Morrow agreed to both suggestions. 

Senator Reed drew from the wit- 
ness numerous statements that coal 
resources of the United States are 
immense in extent and that continu- 
ing shortage of supply is impossi- 
ble. 
Chairman Thompson, in his brief 
testimony, explained that the federal 
trade commission in 1920 had em- 
barked upon cost-finding investiga- 
tions in the coal industry,. but. had 
been stopped by the courts, upon 
the appeal of the National Coal as- 
sociation. Many coal operators, he 
added, were willing, however, to

To Establish Credit. 

The idea of the corporation is to 
establish long term credits for for- 
elgn buyers in the American mar- 
kets, individual action to this end 
having gone as far as it can. It is 
estimated by Mr. Hugh that export 
trade since the war, financed by in- 
dividual banks and exporters, has 
resulted im an outstanding indebt- 
edness to these of $4,000,000,000.

BIG ENOUGH NOW. 

The present house of represen- 
tatives has broken the time-honor- 
ed practice of increasing its mem- 
bership following a decennial cen- 
sus and in so doing it merits gen- 
eral public approval. 

An amendment to the census 
committee bill keeping the mem- 
bership at 435 for the next ten 
years was passed yesterday and 
needs but the concurrence of the 
senate to become the law. 

At the end of every ten-year 
period congressional districts are 
reapportioned upon the basis of 
fhe population as revealed by the 
census, the number of congress- 
men to which each state is entitled 
being fixed in accordance with the 
state’s population. 

Immediately following each de- 
cennial census, congress fixes the 
basis of apportionment, giving to 
each state the basic unit of a con- 
gressional district. With that the 
state establishes the boundaries 
of the number of districts to which 
it may be entitled. 

In preparing the customary de- 
cennial house reapportionment bill, 
following the last federal census, 
the house committee on census 
found itself confronted with the 
fact that if the present member- 
ship of the house is to be main- 
tained, necessitating, of course, a 
material increase in the basic unit 
proportionate to the increase in 
the population of the country, a few 
states would lose representatives, 
others making material gains. 

So, to obviate this and to prevent 
any state from reducing its repre- 
sentation in congress, the commit- 
tee prepared a bill increasing the 
present membership of the house 
from 435 to 483, the increased 
number of members allowing a 
smaller unit than if representa- 
tion is to be based upon the pres- 
ent membership of the house. This 
prevented any state from losing, 
but it meant a largely increased 
membership. 

But the committee’s bill was 
defeated, a substitute holding the 
house down to its present size be- 
ing adopted. The effect of the 
original bill would have been 
not only to add forty-eight mem- 
bers to the house membership, at 
a total additional cost of: approxi- 
mately $1,500,000 a year, but to 
add to the top-heaviness of the al- 
ready too unwieldy body. 

The thing that should be done 
in the interest of public welfare 
and good government would be to 
establish a definite and permanent 
limit beyond which the member- 
ship of the lower house cannot go, 
and surely 435 is a high enough 
limit. 

Under that plan it would nat- 
urally follow that one state, per- 
haps, would lose a representative, 
while another would gain one, but 
it would be on the basis of popu- 
lation, and fair to all. Lach state 
would have to take “pot luck” 
with the other states, and each 
should be willing to accept the 
number of congressional repre- 
sentatives to which its census rat- 
ing entitles it. 

With only one exception, each 
decennial census has been follow- 
ed by an increase in the member- 
ship of the house of representa- 
tives. The house has been grow- 
ing larger and larger, becoming 
more and more unwieldly, until 
now its membership totais 435; 
and if the system is not changed, 
it is only a matter of time before 
the membership will be 1,000, and 
the financial burden upon the pub- 
lie will increase in proportion.

Illustrative Problem. 

Mr. Gas operates a garage and 
taxi service station.

000, and it is estimated that the 
building will last for fifty years 
from March 1, 1913. Mr. Gas owns 
five taxis, which he purchased in 
1919 for $7,500. His gross income 
for the year 1920 amounted to $30,- 
000; he employs three chauffeurs, at 
total salaries of $4,500, and two re- 
pair men to whom he paid $4,000. 


He paid $300 taxes on the garage, 


and $150 taxes on his residence. He 
also paid out 3350 interest on a 
personal loan in no way related to 
his business, Durin he year he 
also received dividends of $500 from 
the Go-Slow Auto company. Among 
his accounts receivable he finds $100 
of bad accounts with no chances 
for recovery, and one of his cus- 
tomers owing him $200 has gone 
into receivership, Business expenses 
were as follows: Gasoline used, $1,- 
200: repairs to cars and arage. 
3300; general expenses, 3600. Mr. 
Gas is married and has two minor 
children, the older of which has 
earned $600 during the year. What 
is Mr. Gas’ taxable income for nor- 
mal and surtax purposes?

Members of a partnership or 
stockholders of a personal service 
corporation make individual returns

City Government at Cost

Resolved, to expend public money 
only for actual needs, the city of 
Birmingham, Ala., has contrived to 
held its tax levy down to 10 mills 
on the dollar of assessed valuation. 
It is an extraordinary showing of 
municipal economy, and with its 
provisions for fire and police pro- 
tection, and the city schools, in 
which the various levies are gener- 
ous and ample, the example ought 
to be emulated by other cities of 
the country. 

Birmingham has an area of fifty 
square miles; its net funded debt, 
less the sinking fund, is $6,035,000; 
the assessed valuation of the city 
p-operty, personal gnd real, is $104,- 
030,000, and the city budget amounts 
to $1,045,000. One-half of the tax 
levy is devoted to the purpose of 
the s-hools and the sinking fund. 

Birmingham is an industrial city. 
Coal Is convenient, and its distribnt- 
ing facilities have already brought 
it many factories and industrial 
pay rolls. When the news of its 
economic tax levy gets abroad it is 
safe to say that there will be an 
additional good reason why facto- 
ries should locate there. Tax levies 
are potential liabilities for indus- 
try that count strongly in deter- 
mining locations. 

One of the reasons why Birming- 
ham is able to administer its gov- 
ernment and schools and provide for 
its sinking fund on 10 mills to the 
dollar, is that its city government 
i: not a jumble of departments, bu- 
reaus, subdepartments, commissions, 
committee, city council and mayor. 
Its affairs are administered by five 
commissioners and that is the sum 
total of its departmental divisions, 
“with a manager for general respon- 
8. Ility and oversight. For the ne- 
cessities of government the city 
appropriates with a generous hand: 
for the rest. the single measure for 
proposed expenditure is: “Is it 
necessary for the proper administra- 
tion of the city?” And if the an- 
swer is not positively affirmative

NAPIER WILL ASK 
FOR HIGHER COURT 
DECISION ON TERM 


George M. Napier, attorney Sen- 
eral-elect of Georgia, will not take 
office until June, unless the supreme 
court overrules a decision of Judge 
Ellis in Fulton superior court, ren- 
dered yesterday in the mandamus 
proceedings brought by Mr. Napier 
against S. G. MeLendon, secretary 
of state, to settle the question as to 
whether his term began in January 
or when the new administration 
takes office. 

The proceedings were friendly in 
their nature, and involve the consti- 
tutionality of a legislative enact- 
ment of 1918, which provides that all 
statchouse officers with the excep- 
tion of the governor, the secretary 
of state, the state treasurer and 
the comptroller shall take office on 
the first of the year following their 
election. 

Mr. Napier’s contention was that 
he should have been inducted into 
office at that time. The secretary 
of state took the position that the 
act was invalid in that it was in 
direct contradiction to the consti- 
tution of Georgia, whch provides 
that all statehouse officers shall 
take their positions in June. In this 
h was upheld by R. A. Denny, the 
present attorney general. 

Mr. Napier explained that it was 
a matter of indifference to him 
whether he began serving in Jan- 
uary or June, but wanted the courts 
to decide the question, so that he 
would not have to face a situation 
of being inducted into office in June 
and compelled to relinquish it in 
January, two years from now. 

Judge Ellis held that the act was 
unconstitutional. and Mr. Napier's 
counsel promptly gave notice of ap- 
peal so as to have a final settle- 
ment of the question as soon as 
possible. 


FAIR AND WARMER 
WEATHER WILL BE 
MENU IN ATLANTA

_ Returning to Georgia after his 
graduation from the Philadelphia 
college, Dr. Holmes became an in- 
structor in gynecology and obstet- 
rics in the Southern Medical college. 
He was a member of the American 
and the Georgia Medical societies: 
was at one time vice president of 
the Southern Surgical and Gyneco- 
logical association, and was a pres- 
ident of the state board of medical 
examiners for several years. 

Dr. Holmes left Atlanta because 
of ill health, going from this city 
to Valdosta, where he practiced 
medicine, and from that point to 
Tampa, Fla., where he established 
a fine sanitarium for female surg- 
ery. 

He was widely known in Atlanta 
and over the state and south, and 
he had many friends who will re- 
gret to learn of his death.

STEWART IS 
NAMED COACH 
AT CLEMSON 


Clemson College, S. C., January 19. 
(Special.)—When Professor Henry, 
director of student affairs, returned 


from the National Intercollegiate 
Athletic association meeting he 
brought to the committee entrusted 
with the selection of a coach and 
athletic director for Clemsen, the 
he had found a man 
qualified to lead the Tigers to vid- 
tory. The Tigers today presented 
E. J. Stewart, Lincoln, Neb., Known 
in athletic circles as “Doc” Stewart. 

Stewart is a graduate of the 
Western Reserve university, being 
the only four R“ man—football, 
baseball, basketball and track-—-ever 
turned. out of that university. His 
first college coaching was in 1907 
at Mt. Union college, Ohio, and his 
first year he suffered only one foot- 
ball defeat. In 1908 at the same 
college his team won every football 
game played.

Naturally this made those short of stock very nervous, and 
the sold out bulls had less peace of mind than the shorts, A sold out 
bull is the wildest animal in Wall street when prices are advancing. 

It was the action of the stocks like United Fruit and General 
Electric in which there is a large outstanding short interest, that made

There was nothing in the news to account for today’s advances in 
15 stock market. The gains were due in the first place to the fact 
that the market despite this year’s recovery in prices is still heavily 
oversold. Next with Wall street as a whole expecting a decline the 
temptation was strong to put up prices. Then for the first time this 
year pools are now actively at work on the constructive side of the 
market. 

An interesting piece of gossip was heard in Wall street today as 
an explanation of why Atlantic Gulf recently declined from around 
176 to 6514. According to these stories the Guaranty Trust company 
made up its mind to withdraw its. agreement to lend the company 
money to construct an oil pipe line across France from Havre to Paris. 
Today's Iron Age, published after this gossip was heard, states that 
orders placed with our steel mills for 15,000 miles of pipe to be used 
‘in France have been cancelled. That may be the Atlantic Gulf order 
which the Guaranty was to finance. But in any event the cancellation 
of this project is a bull and not a bear argument on the stock. As 
part of its expansion program Atlantic Gulf ordered a lot of expensive 
tank steamers which have since declined greatly in price with some 
of those already delivered chartered to another company owing to 


‘shortage of business. 


Likewise there are some people in Wall street who look with favor 
on Pennsylvania’s announcement that employes are to be given their 
choice between a five-day week or a reduction of 20 per cent in work- 
ing force. That in the long run is going to make for larger net earn- 
ings, beause it will drive home to every employe the urgent need for 
going to work. 
| The head of the banking firm of Dillon, Read & Co. and Goldman 
Sachs & Co., together with E. R. Stettinius, a partner of J. P. Morgan 
& Co., and Paul D. Cravath, representing President Seiberling, of the 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber company, put in another day today trying 
to pacify the unsecured Goodyear creditors and thus avert a receiver- 
ship, Up, to the close of business it appeared that the fight might go 
either oné way or the other.

Wall street ig of the belief that the Southern railway has taken 
a wise step in declining to renew its contract with the American Rail- 
‘way Fxpress ¢ompany. There never was any good reason why the 
railroads. which actually handle the express business ‘should not get 
what profits can be made. 

Back in the old days railroad directors and officials ran their 
business like it was thejr own and express companies were formed by 
them offering large side line profits. These express companies whose 
stock was owned by prominent railway officials easily made favorable 
contracts with the railroads through the same officials with the rail- 
roads. In recént years, however, a number of railroads have gone into 
the express business on their own account, the profits going to the 
railway shareholders, This movement is not very favorable to the 
express company stocks but it is for railway shares. One of the 
vice presidents of the old Southern Express company is going to be 
president of the new Southern Railway Express company with head- 
quarters in Atlanta.

Action F ellows Discussion of 
Reducing Acreage by 
Two-Thirds.

Washington, January 19.—The 
agricultural appropriation bill for 
the next fiscal year, as reported to 
the house today by the appropria-

The increase consists of the $1,000,- 
000 appropriation for the purchase 
of lands in the Appalachian and 
White mountains under the Weeks 
bill for the conservation of the 
natural resources and the head- 
waters of navigable streams, and 
$804,000 i the ordinary activities 
of the department of agricusure.

Fitzgerald, Ga., January 19.— 

(Special.)—Business men and pota- 

to growers of Fitzgerald held a 

two-hour conference with a party of 

three experts from the United States 


department of agriculture, bureau 
of chemistry, this afternoon in con- 
nection with the proposed sweet po- 
tato syrup experiment station which 
is to be located at some place in the 
southern states. The sweet pota- 
to experiment station will be, ac- 
cording to David J. Price, engineer 
in charge of the newly created de- 
partment work of the bureau of 
chemistry, the first effort of the 
government to develop for commer- 
cial purposes any of the wonder- 
ful discoveries in science and agri- 
culture that have been made by 
the bureau. 

This first project was made pos- 
sible by an appropriation of con- 
gres8, fathered by Congressman 
Charles R. Crisp, of the Third dis- 
trict. In his talk to the conferees 
at the chamber of commerce today 
Mr. Price made it plain that the 
experiment station would not be of 
immediate commercial value to the 
community in which it was located, 
as it will be only large enough and 
will be .eferated only long enough 
to produce sufficient sweet potato 
Syrup to determine the cost of pro- 
duction and the market value of 
the new product. One and one- 
half gallons of syrup can be made 
from a bushel of potatoes. The 
purpose of the development work, 
as he explained it, was to find 
means of utilizing to commercial 
advantage agricultural waste prod- 
ust. 

The sweet potato syrup— the first 
experiment of the new department 
—will be made exclusively from 
sweet potato culls. Fitzgerald's 
offer to secure the experiment sta- 
tion will’ be made in writing by 
the chamber of commerce to. Secre- 
tarv Meredith, and will embrace the 
offer of a building to house the 
station, assurance of a supply of 
potatoes at market prices, and of 
an open market for the syrup.

Aniericus, Ga., January 19.—(Spe- 
clal.)—A new syrup made from 
sweet potatoes not only, possesses 
a splendid flavor, but is well adapted 
for table use, and it is quite likely 
will result In the development of a 
new sugar industry in the south. 
according to J. Ralston Cargill, an 
A .erleus syrup m&nufacturer, who 
has just returned after a visit to 
Washington. A party of govern- 
ment scientists, including D. J. 
Price, engineer in charge of devel- 
opment work; Dr. H. C. Goare, 
chemist, who developed the new 
Sweet potato syrup, and J. O. Ray, 
A mechanical engineer. are now 
seeking a location for an experi- 


mental laboratory, and will spend 
tomorrow in Americus. 
Representative Charles R. Crisp, 
who has been interested in the de- 
velopment of the sweet potato crop 
as a commercial possibility the past 
sevéral years, succeeded in having 
congress to appropriate $7,500 
about a year ago for experimental 
purposes.

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SHIPPING FORWARDED 
BY IRISH “REPUBLIC” 


Growth of Direct Trade 
With United States 
Described. 


Washington, January 19.—The 


provisional Irish republic, through 
its consular service, is building up 
a large and successful direct ship- 
ping service between Ireland and 
other’ countries, especially with the 
United States, the commis®lon of 
the committee of one hundred in- 
vestigating the Irish question was 
told today by J. L. Fawsitt, who 
said he was the Irish consul gen- 
eral at New Tork. 

England was said by Fawsitt to 
be making every effort to prevent 
direct shipping with Ireland. He 
added the opinion that “on account 
of her large debt to the United 
States, Great Britain probably will 
not take 6Xtreme measures to em- 
barrass American foreign shipping, 
although it has subjected every 
=~? to search and other indigni- 
ties.“ 

No passenger gvessels are allow 
to land in Ireland direct from Amer- 
ica, the witness declared, adding 
that this was “England’s effort to 
stifle; American passenger service 
that Would compete with the British 
monoply.” 

Constant warfare has been waged 
against Irish shipping by English 
searort towns, he declared. Trans- 
Atlantic steamship lines can operate 
betWeen America and Irish ports, 
such as Cork, much cheaper than 
between America and Liverpool, he 
said, but British interests have un- 
til recently controlled Irish harbors 
and shipping facilities. 

Extensive data and figures intend- 
ed to show the result of British 
economic repression in Ireland, were 
presented by Fawsitt, who, branch- 
ing into a general discussion of the 
Irish question, summed up the mat- 
ter as a “clash between two forms 
of civilizations, the centralized, 
caxrital controlled government rep- 
resented by Great Britain, on one 
hand, and a co-operative community 
system represented by the Irish re- 
public on the other. 


Cork Fire Charge. 

London, Janyary 19. — Crown 
forces are charged with the burn- 
ing of public buildings and stores 
in Cork and the ensuing looting 
on the night of December 11-12, in 
a report issued this afternoon by the 
Trish labor party and to trades 
union congress through the Brit- 
ish labor party. 

The report is entitled: “Who 
Burnt Cork City? A Tale of Arson, 
Loot and Murder.” 


Two Men Killed. 

Dublin, January 19.—Two 
have been shot dead at the intern- 
ment camp for Sinn Feiners in Bal- 
lykinler, County Down, it was of- 
ficially announced today. The cir- 
cumstances of the shooting, how- 
ever, have not yet been learned. 


Belfast, January 19.—Reports re- 
ceived here of the shooting of two 
Sinn Feiners at the Ballykinler in- 
ternment camp, state that one of 
the victims had been signalling to 
some person outside the camp and 
that, although he was warned four 
times by a guard to discontinue, he 
persisted in them, upon which_ the 
soldier. fired. Another Sinn Fein 
prisoner got into the line of fire, 
the reports added, and both were 
killed.
